influence of liquor but could hot in¬ 
duce him tosigu the contract. -Demp 
eter then approached him and alter 
failing repeatedly to induce him to 
take money, offered a bystander five 
dollars to place a sum of money in 
Jesse's pocket, evidently intending 
to make this an evidence that he had 
sold his hogs and so collect damages 
from him if he failed to 'deliver them. 
This plan failing, they drew Mr. 
Wilkerson into a quarrel, in the 
course of which, the barkeeper, Mr. 
Beaston, struck him in the face.— 


Dempster then clinched him and they

mings rushed around the bar sayin^ 

‘I do,'’ and struck him in th ; face 
knocking him down, and then kicked 
him in the faee and side, bruising 
his head and side badly, and cutting 
his cheek to the bo D e The Mar' 
shall theu arrested Mr. Wilkerson 
and took him before the Mayor who 
fined him 83,50. Mr. Wilkerson 
was taken home and lingered in :»■ 
delirious state until Sunday rooming 
when h 6 died. The examination of 
-Gummitigs took place Sunday eve¬ 
ning He plead not guilty but wa* 
held to answer the charge of Murder 
Dempster and Beastoo waved an ex 
aminatioq and were held to auswe 
in the same charge Murray was 
acquitted, the evidence showing that 
he was not engaged in the assault a! 
though probably one of the conspir* 
torsi a the swindle. 

There was great excitement duriug 
the trial aod roany proposed taking 
[the men from the officers and hang- 
| mg them to the nearest tree, but for 
tunateiy, a better spirit prevailed and 
the law was permitted to take its 
course Murray has been notified to 
leave town within twentw-four hours 
and will probably consult his own in¬ 
terest if he takes his paramour and 
travels.
